Talking YHth..., running this 
week in Morrice Hall, both is 
and is not a play. It is a play 
because it involves a group of 
actors delivering their lines to 
an audience which sits quietly 
there in the dark. But beyond 
that basic prerequisite to make a 
play out of a performance. Talk- 
ing With... eludes definition. 

For one thing, there are few 
stage directions — the actors 
hardly ever move away from 
their original point on the stage. 
For another, there is no interac- 
tion between the actors. Talking 
With... consists of eleven inde- 
pendently delivered mono- 
logues which at first glance 
appear to bear no relevance to 
each other. Talking With..., 
therefore, is a unique "play" — 
to say the least. 

The play begins before the 
beginning of the play: an actor 
(John Ullyatt) is talking to an 
absent acquaintance as he pre- 
pares himself for yet another 
night of entertaining the silhou- 
ettes of the unknown audience. 
He talks of their intangibility, 
and of his discontent with his 
status as "an entertainment" As 
he concludes his confessions, 
we are suddenly, and with a 
trace of pleasant vulgarity, re- 
nunded of Tony Curtis in Some 
like it Hot. Guess why. 

The next scene is presumably

set in Kansas City. Enter Scraps 
(Ellen Lewis) of the Oz fame as a 
middle-aged woman married to 
a singularly stiff accountant As 
she vacuums her living room, 
she trips back to Oz, "as if on 
acid," and daydreaming about 
her adventures with the Scare- 
•crow and the Tinman, wonders 
why it is only bank drafts and 
account numbers that stimulate 
her husband. 

We then have a snake han- 
dler— Siggy Freud, God,ef al, a 
woman hallucinating as she 
gives birth to a metaphorical 
dragon, and a girl whose 
mother included a recipe in each 
of the farewell notes she sent to 
her relatives before she died. 
Act one, as evidenced above, 
paints a picture of the saner side 
of the American life. 

The second act, on the other 
hand, is saturated with down- 
right freaks. A female reincarna- 
tion of Randal Patrick 
McMurphy from One Flew Over 
the Cuckoo's Nest (Collette 
Micks) appears in a theatre, 
holding a cat and a hammer, all 
ready for an audition. She ex- 
plains that first, she will strip off 
all her clothes and thus rcac- 
quaint the auditors with the 
long forgotten anatomy of clas- 
sical Greek statues. If she is 
stopp>ed at any point, the secoiul 
part of her audition immedi- 
ately follows — in a moment of 
truth, sparked by a flash of 



Jungian synchronicity, she shall 
bang the cat's head in with her 
readily available hammer. The 
auditors, therefore, clearly have 
a choice to make. 

Then come an eccentric 
lamp-man who hangs 
lightbulbs from his super ego, 
and a female version of the 
"Marlboro Man," whose pas- 
sion for Rodeos is being ignored 
by "assholes who sell fun." An 
old Québécois woman who sees 
Chicken McNuggets as the 
eighties' équivalant of the Holy 
Ghost is followed by a twirler 
from Georgia who is the Christ 
figure herself. The "play" ends 
with a touch of Copernican 
heliocentricity as a middle-aged 
man who is clearly "marked by 
life" delivers his monologue 
while the sun rises out of his 
chest hair. 

Talking With..., needless to 
say, constantly stretches the 
boundaries of reality, but it 
never actually crosses them. 
One would not need to look too 
far in search of these eleven 
characters, for.despite their ec- 
centricity (or madness) they can 
be found without difficulty in 
one's own neighbourhood. This 
constant awareness and ac- 
knowledgment of realism is 
ably enforced by the consis- 
tantly excellent acting. 

Casting John Ullyat as 'the 
actori to start off the play creates

It is diffîcult to assess indi- 
vidual works within the oeuvre 
of an acknowledged master. 
Unless the work in question is a 
total failureoracrowningglory, 
in all likelihood it will not be 
discussed with the excitement 
and energy aroused by the art- 
ist's earliest work. 

Certainly, Woody Allen's 
latest film Another Woman is 
faced with that syndrome. 
Many of those who would have 
bolted to the theatres five years 
ago, to see whatever Allen came 
out with as quickly as they 
could, now ask one another 
cooly, "Have you seen that new 
Woody Allen thing yet?" 

This is ironic, considering 
what a struggle it was for Allen 
to get taken seriously in the first 
place. He has the distinction of 
being the only living major 
filmmaker to have ever been the 
subject of a comic strip (unless. 
Italian papers have been run- 
ning "The Funny Fellinis" and I 
just haven't heard). 

Lately, however, it's seemed 
that Allen has fully established 
his "genius" credentials — espe- 
cially with Hannah and her Sis- 
ters, for some reason — and no- 
body really questions his right 
to do what he wants. In fact, 
Allen is the only Hollywood 
director who has been given ar- 
tisticcflrfc blanche by the studios, 
guaranteeing they will distrib- 
ute whatever he makes. What 
effect has this had on his work? 

In the past three years (ever 
since Hannah and her Sisters) 
some of Allen's success seems to 
have gone to his head. The resul t 
has been an unfortunate ho- 
mogenization, not of the con- 
ceptual content of his films but 
of the sodal milieu they con- 
front. Allen's earlier films, espe- 
cially the naore autobiographi- 
cal ones (from Stardust Memories 
on back to his early career), 
maintained close tics with the 
lower-class Jewish background 
in which Alien spent his forma- 
tive years. 

Even the reasonably prosper- 
ous folk in Annie Hall and Man- 
hattan were still natives of a 
gritty, realistic New York City. 
Interiors was an exception to 



this, but at the time it seemed a 
conspicuous, deliberate excep- 
tion, a Chekhovian exploration 
of a wealthy family in decay. 

But the people who have 
populated these last few films 
(with the exception of the nos- 
talgic excursion Radio Days) 
have been wealthy New York 
professionals with New Eng- 
land backgrounds, failing mar- 
riages and old parents. In short, 
they've been pretty and bour- 
geois. This began in Hannah, 
when the crisis of middle age 
that Allen was obviously deal- 
ing with (a process that contin- 
ues in Another Woman) was 
resolved by a turn to family, 
good music and the Marx Broth- 
ers. And although the constant 
polarity between world suffer- 
ing and personal pleasure has 
been the dialogue in most of 
Allen's mature work, Hannah 
and Her Sisters' resolution in 
another happy Thanksgiving 
dinner with everybody getting 
hitched and drinking cham- 
pagne was simply too neat and 
comfortable for credibility. 

Another Woman faces the 
same problem, and although in 
this case the thought process 
and the conclusions that Allen 
reaches are more sophisticated 
and complex, it is still infuriat- 
ing to sit through a film in which 
a bunch of well-dressed, articu- 
late people in well-lit rooms 
moan and complain about the 
problems they have when they 
"think about their lives." (Per- 
haps the most irritating mo- 
ments in each of these films 
have come when the main char- 
acters start saying, "And then I 
went for— a walk— to think 
about my life — and try to — just 
sort everything — out.") 

The result of this choice is an 
unnecessary inaccessibility, 
and even a sense of elitism. You 
can't help but wonder whether 
Woody Allen has simply spent 
too much time with the New 
York upper-crust and has lost 
sight of the strangeness of their 
lifestyles. While in Interiors the 
class of the family involved was 
very important to the theme, 
and the same argument might 
even be made about Hannah,

Sexist and homophobic refer- 
ences in the November edition 
of the Concordia Engineering 
and Computer Science newspa- 
per is "degrading" and "repul- 
sive," according to a woman 
singled out in the issue. 

The Rebogge, published Fri- 
day, contained personal attacks 
on two women who submitted a 
letter to the Link, a Concordia 
student newspaper, three 
weeks ago. They complained 
about an ECA (Concordia Engi-

necring and Computer Science 
students' association) poster 
publicizing a "Homy little dev- 
ils" beer bash. 

The Rcbogge's "Special Bev 
and Minty Issue" contained 
derogatory references to the 
two women — Beverly Wray 
and Minty Fownes— as well as 
homophobic and sexist refer- 



"I was shocked and angry," 
Fownes said. "I can't believe 
they could write this kind of 
garbage. Even without the per- 
sonal attacks it's repulsive."

Fownes and Wray said after 
they receive legal counsel, they 
will lodge a formal complaint 
with the university's code ad- 
ministrator. The Concordia 
Code of Conduct states that 
members of the university must 
respect others "freedom from 
discrimination on such grounds 
as sex or sexual orientation..." 

The two women, both Con- 
cordia students, said they are 
also considering suing the edi- 
tors of the Rebogge for slander 
and bringing the ECA before the 
Québec Human Rights Com- 
mission. 

After the issue appeared Fri- 
day, Fownes went to the ECA 
offices and took two bundles of 
the paper. Ten students who 
said they were from the ECA 
followed her. 

that's a minority. This is not 
funny. It's hate literature." 

She said she doesn't feel she's 
being represented by the ECA 
and doesn't approve of her 
money being used to "slander 
and abuse other people." 

"The ECA was established lo 
represent Engineering students. 
What they're doing is wrong 
and I wish they would become a 
responsible and representative 
body." 

Fownes said she and Wray 
decided lo write the letter to the 
Link after talking to other 
people at a Sexual Harrassment 
Committee Meeting who also 
felt the poster was "stupid and 
unnecessary." 

A clause in the ECA's consti- 
tution stales; "the ECA shall not 
promote, fund or engage in ac- 
tivities that are sexist, racist,

One thing usually grabs you 
about an album. It may be the 
nifty graphic on the cover, the 
particularly catchy refrain of 
one of the songs, or simply that 
it was on sale for two dollars. In 
this case, it took a bit longer. 

It's not to say that Peepshow is 
{particularly mundane, just un- 
spectacular, perhaps. The 
quasi-title track, 'Teek-a-boo," 
is the sort of hip>-hop that's be- 
coming more popular these 
days. Its only credit is that per- 
haps it will replace house music. 
To be kind, it is easily forget- 
table, with interjections of, 
"jeepers jeepers, where'd you 
get those peepers?" that re- 
minded me of those corny sun- 
glasses commercials. 

The song actually refers to 
the use of women in advertising 
and the concept of the 'male 
gaze'. This theory explicates the 
patriarchal structure of ads. 
Examinations of works reveal 




that often a picture is set up 
specifically to please an ideal 
male viewer. Women arc often 
depicted reclining, as if passive, 
willing to become the object of 
men's desires.

The image of 
the woman is simply used as an 
added attraction to the product, 
as if she is similarly available, 
"whenever and wherever they 
want thcm....Accessible, in- 
stantly and freely usable and 
touchable." 

"It's not too outrageous to

verbal abuse." 

Unfortunately, this war of 
images docs not transfer well to 
audio. I'm not suggesting that 
for full effect the Banshees 
should have released a spoken 
word lecture rather than the 
song. However, it iscxteremely 
vague. Aside from key phrases, 
"shapeless and slumf^ into 
bath chairs...shc'Il do what you 
want her to.." the lyrics hardly 
rise to the noble cause they 
socak of.

"The Last Beat of My Heart", 
with anyone but Siouxic's dis- 
tinctly trailing and shaking 
gothic voice, could pass for a 
cheezy Broadway showtune. 
Picture the dramatic climax 
with the stage dim, save the 
spotlight on the ntain character 
as she ponders, "How in the 
world can I wish for this?/ 
Never to be tom apart/Till the 
last fleeting beat of my heart." 
Yes, it's that bad. 

The final straw was "Scare- 
crow". I mean, haven't I heard 
that chorus in a Heart song be- 
fore? Or, like, SINCE WHEN IS 
STEVIE NICKS A BANSHEE? 
Perhaps I am being a bit too 
harsh. I'm not attempting to 
create a scare among those loyal 
Banshee followers who've been 
fearfully anticipating Siouxic's 
next move— the last album was 
all covers. 

Peepshow raises a timely 
concern, but cloaks it behind a 
be-bop track.

The British media has 
claimed that Scottish singer- 
songwriter Nick Currie (aka 
Momus) is "more literate than 
Lloyd Cole, the Jazz Butcher 
and Billy Bragg put together." 
The/ ve also called hima narcis- 
sist. The critics' favourite pas- 
time, the Comparison, has been 
surfeited with references to 



Donovan, Morissey, New Order 
and Spike Milligan. Of these, 
only the last (and possibly the 
second) come anywhere near 
the truth, but the span gives you 
the general feeling that you 
nnight expect to encounter in 
Momus music. 

Tender Pervert is the first of 
Currie's three Momus albums 
to be released on this side of the 
Big Pond, and it is fairly clear 
why that is. Even this album, 
coming in thewakeofareasona- 
bly positive reception in Eng- 
land, has had its share of diffi- 
culties making it into the North 
American market. The original 
title was The Homosexual but, 
Currie says, "It was changed 
because from several parts of 
the world the message came in 
to Creation: 'We can't sell a rec- 
ord with that title. This isn't the 
right time for straight people to 




start pretending the/re gay. 
What's he playing at?" 

What Currie is "playing at" is 
an attempt to go beyond the 
usual range of 'acceptable' sub- 
ject matter in pop music, while 
holding on to a fairly standard 
pop style. The Donovan refer- 
ences originate with his rather 
Mellow Yellow voice, and the 
New Order comparisons in the 
(actually Kraftwerk-influ- 
enced) pervasive synthesizers. 
A lot of the music has that famil- 
iar restraint and whininess that 
we have grown to tolerate from 
Morissey, but the lyrical content 
ranges further into narrative 
form than the Smiths ever did. 
No doubt this is a result of Cur- 
rie's interest in German cabaret 
and Jacques Brel's balladry (he 
did an entire EP of Brel covers 
once). 

The stories on Tender Pervert 
are thematicallyorganized. Side 
One deals laigely with sexual 
ambiguity and androgyny as 
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metaphors for any alienated 
societal position. It begins with 
"The Angels Are Voyeurs," 
which alleges that the tender 
pervert in question is God, 
which is followed by a story 
about two gay figure skaters 
pretending to a couple for the 
sake of their careers called 
"Love On Ice." The next couple 
of tracks get more personal — "I 
Was A Maoist Intellectual" is a 
tongue-in-cheek chronicle of 
the results of "self-destructive 
integrity," while "The Homo- 
sexual" is about the fact that, as 
Currie explains, "As a white 
heterosexual middle class male 
the only victimisation I've expe- 
rienced is the taunts of those 
'men from boarding schools 
and building sites/ Who've told 
me I'm a homosexual all my 
life.' This was their explanation 
of a much more complex 
strangeness they detected in 
me." It's possibly the only ex- 
ploration in pop (or anywhere 
else, for that matter) of the odd 
phenomenon of men yelling 
"faggot" at any man in whom 
they perceive some difference. 
The final track on Side One is 
"Bishonen," a bizarre tale 
drawn from Japjanesc comic 
books full of death wishes, old 
misogynists and Samurai he- 
roes. 

Side Two is even more the- 
matically unified. It lays out the 
basic problem in "A Complete 
History of Sexual Jealousy 
(Parts 17-24)," a rather amusing 
chronicle of the all-encompass- 
ing jealousy Currie experi- 
ences — "If you can see my vir- 
tues and not his, what's wrong 
with your seeing apparatus?" 
he muses. The songs that follow, 
"Ice King," "In the Sanato- 
rium," and "The Charm of Inno- 
cence" deal with love as a mani- 
festation of mental disease from 
varying points of view. 

Currie's narrative style al- 
most recalls Montreal's own Le- 
onard Cohen, though without 
the Old Man of the Mountain 
weariness and authority. The 
music is a little too inoffensive 
and wall-papery, but there are 
the occasional bursts of energy 
and intriguing echoes of the 
likes of Brel. As for literacy, he 
chalks up okay but he isn't An- 
thony Burgess. I would give it 
qualified support.

In step with Eaton, The Bay, 
and Simpson, Sécurité Maxi- 
mum launched its Christmas 
décor at a first anniversary 
party on Tuesday. 

The club, founded on the 
prindple that gay men feel most 
at home in menswear depart- 
ments, replaced Au Garage as 
the Montréal gay bar in Novem- 
ber 1987. Since then, happy 
shoppers have flocked to its 
three floors (and outdoor ter- 
race in the summer) of upbeat 
entertainment and good clean 
fun. 

With the new décor. Sécurité 
hasoutdoneitsclfinitscffortsto 
emulate the suburban mall en- 
vironment. The walls have been 
painted dark green and white- 
washed leafless trees are strewn 
all around the bar. 

Vandals don't stand a 
chance. The paint on the 
scrawny trees is rubberized so 
they won't manage to get even a 
twig. 

The launch was celebrated 
by-invitation-only until 22h. 
But the free wine ran out on the 
Beautiful People half an hour 
before the doors opened to the 
riff-raff. 

Still, everyone else showed 



the decency to arrive 'appropri- 
ately dres92d.' The atmosphere 
that is Sécurité's trademark re- 
turned as the same hordes of 
people cavorted around in over- 
priced outfits. 

Cell-Block 3, the dance floor, 
opened up to a countdown of 
the past year's hot faves. Some 
of the invitation-only crowd 
went home. Everyone else went 
to be seen upstairs.The mass 
culture phenomenon was pres- 
ent but never as pronounced 
under The Garage's illustrious 
reign. At Sécurité, identity has 
become synonomous with a T- 
shirt by Boy of London. 

Garage had i ts own h)qxîd re- 
opening a few months ago as 
'SAS'. They followed the trend 
established by Sécurité, and 
stuccoed the whole club. No 
element was spared from the 
plaster job. Even the trademark 
DJ booth in the cab of an eight- 
een-wheel truck got covered 
and transformed into 'the 
spaceship that fell into the ce- 
ment mixeri. 

Montréal gay culture re- 
volves around its bars, but the 
focal point has been condensed 
into one mega-complex. Diver- 
sity and individuality can only 
suffer. 



he decided to give painting a 
try. Asked whether it was 
frightening to give up a secure 
job in order to paint, Kelly 
answered,"It was insane. Espe- 
cially for me — I've got a wife 
and five kids." 

A person the artist never met 
did much to influence this deci- 
sion. "One night," he recalled, "1 
happened to see a program 
about Tom Thomson. I'd never 
heard of the guy but I liked his 
painting. A few weeks later I 
was in Ottawa on business and 1 
stopped in at the National Gal- 
lery to see more of his work, and 
it really appealed to me. So, for 
the plane ride home I bought a 
book on Tom Thomson and as I 
was reading it my neighbour on 
the plane said, 'Oh, I'm related 
to Tom Thomson actually!' So 
he told me more about Tom Th- 
omson as well." 

'Then Brian Kelly began to 
take art classes and after this, 
there was no turning back. His 
paintings arc Canadian land- 
scapes. Imagine a Group of 
Seven subject matter without 
that rugged quality and with a 
less murky palate. His scenes 
concentrate on sunlight to ex- 
press a freshness and an appre- 
ciation of nature. 

Kelly paints outside, driving 
an equipped VW camper to 
remote places in the Canadian 
wilderness. In winter, he often 
works from slides he has taken. 

"It's really inspiring to work 
outside. You beat off mosqui- 
toes. Your hands are freezing. It 
really gels you going. And it 
gives you a feeling of satisfac- 
tion," Kelly said with semi- 
Hemingwayesque terseness. 

Kelly feels that most artists 
today, including himself, over- 
work things. "A successful 
painting is like Guy LaFleur 
when he pla 5 rs hockey. It looks 
easy. An interesting painting is 



one your eye wants to wander 
through." 

Kelly now represents himself 
from his own house/studio and 
he had little praise for the cur- 
rent gallery scene in Canada. 
"Galleries should do what most 
other retailers do— they should 
buy the work from the artists. 
Presently most galleries accept 
work on consignment and they 
can take thirty to fifty per cet 
overhead when it is sold. Then 
they would be more motivated 
to move the stuff. I suspect they 
would be more motivated to 
move the stuff. I suspect they 
would be more selective and it 
would be fairer to the artist." 

This view doesn't take into 
account the other half of the 
argument, which pointsout that 
as soon as a gallery has to ac- 
quire all of its work with a view 
to purchasing and then selling, 
it may pass up those which are 
of high quality but not as com- 
mercial. This deprives people of 
the chance even to see them, as 
well as giving people with a 
relatively small amount of 
knowledge a large amount of 
influence. 

As things stand, once the 
painting is done, it must be sold. 
Kelly explained his approach. 
"I'm very easygoing with indi- 
viduals and I try to help people 
get what they want. I let them 
try a painting out and if it 
doesn't work, send it back. I 
don't want my paintings where 
they aren't right. Some people 
really do say, 'I want something 
tha I goes with the couch.' So you 
have to learn to deal with 
people.'" 

Brian Kelly has certainly 
learned that skill. He charmed 
the audience in a quiet way and 
as talk ended his enthusiasm for 
his craft was obvious. "If you 
want to paint, go out and do it 
for enjoyment. Really enjoy 
yourself. It's the only way to 
live."
